VANCOUVER (B. c.) Aug. 26.— 
The steamer Bowler, which with its 
coal cargo, was sold to Admiral 
Dewey at Manila for $1,000,000, it 
is said, has been sold to a Colombia 
firm and will be used in Central 
American coastwise trade.

herence would remove suspicions

One of the greatest 
tance as aff the relations of 
Japan with other nationals, and es- 
pecially with the United States. 

consortium was an American 
conception, brought forward by cer- 
tain international lawyers as one 
means of maintaining the open door 
in China, which they believed to be 
threatened by the construction 
placed by Japan upon the Lansing- 
Iahit agreement recognizing Japan's 
special interests in China. To coun- 
teract that wrong impression upon 
the part of certain elements in 
Japan, the State Department did not 
hesitate to approve the consortium 
and te assure American financial in- 
teresta of its support. 

From its inception the project was 
subject to controversy in Japan, but 
by steady pressure and appeals to 
the business interests of the country 
and to the more liberal younger 
alementa, the Hara administration 
secured sanction for Japanese par- 
ticipation.

President Puts Halt to Wage 


Appeals to Workers to Wait 
for Normal Conditions. 


Hines Tells Unions Decision 
of Government is Final.

In his most impressive manner,

ended. 

ompletely abandoning his

It was the first 
time that the executive had ex-

In order to bring down prices, he 
said, it would be necessary to “make 
up for the destruction wrought by 
the war and the terrible scarcity it

duction and facilitate transportation.

PRICE DECLINE SEEN. 

That the campaign acainst- profi- 
teering and hoarding is beginning 
to produce resultr and may be 
relied upon to afford “substantial 
relief’ from the pinch of living 
costs was asserted by Mr. Wilson, 
who held out to the shopmen the 
confident hope that the prices of 
the necessities of life will dec¥ine 
eventually all along the line if “no 
new elements of are 
thrown in the way.” 

Such an element of difficulty, he 
pointed out, would be any general 
increase in the present level of 
wages, which would result in in- 
creasing living costs and wipe out 
any reduction in prices which the 
government might bring about. 

Mr. Wilson called on the shop- 
men to aid, not obstruct, these ef- 
forts to bring down the cost of Mu. 
ing and expressed the belief that 
they could Le relied upon as pa- 
triotie Americans to do s0, par- 
ticularly as it would be “more in 
their interest” to acquiesce than to 
persist in a course of action which 
“will undo everything the govern: 
ment attempts.” 

If the attempts to reduce the cost 
living materially should prove a 
failure, it would be n the 
President said, to accept the higher 
price level and adjust a higher 
wage level. Then the shopmen 
would receive increases, as would 
other working men. At the 
present time, however, it would be 
giaringly inconsistent to advance 
wages on the theory that the pres- 
ent price level is permanent, while 
at the same time the government is 
endeavoring to reduee the cost of 
living on the theory that the pres- 
ent price level is abnormal and tem-

The President based his address 
to the shopmen and his public state- 
ment upon a letter from Mr. Hines 
reviewing the entire question at is- 
sue with the unions. 

“This Pron A was considered by 
the board on railroad wages and 
working conditions, a board consti- 
tuted last year by the Railroad Ad 
ministration to consider wage mat- 
ters, and consisting of three repre. 
sentatives of labor and three repre- 
sentatives of the raflroad manage- 
ments,” said Mr. Hines. “On the 
question of any general increase to 
the shopmen the board divided 
equally, the three labor members fa- 
voring an increase to a basis of 80 
cents and the three management 
members opposing any general in- 
crease whatever, although express- 
ing the opinion that unless the cost 
of living could be controlled there 
would need to be a further general 
Increase in wages.

FOR FAIR TREATMENT. 

I. approach this matter with the 
clearest conviction that the railroads 
must be conducted now and for all 
time in the future in such a way as 
to give the railroad employees an 
adequate compensation and a liberal!

“There has been insistent conte 
tion that while all other classes of 
railroad employees have had their 
wages adjusted in such manner that 
they receive an increased wage in 
addition to receiving ten hours’ pay 
(in the pre-war period) for eight 
hours work, t same treatment 
was not accorded to the shopmen. 
While it has been urged with equal 
insistence that the shopmen got 
offsetting advantages it seems to me 
it is true that in this specific mat- 
ter the shopmen did not receive 
the benefit of equal teeatment. On 
that account it seems to me fair in 
all the cifcumstances to recognize 
this condition by giving the shop 
employees a rate of seventy-two 
cents instead of sixty-eight cents for 
the classes now receiving sixty-eight 
cents. 

CAR REPAIRERS RAISED. 

“Under supplement four to gen- 
eral order twenty-seven and an ad- 
dendum to that supplement, two dif- 
ferent rates have been provided for 
car repairers one a rate of sixty- 
three cents for steel freight car re- 
pair men and another a rate of fifty- 
eight cents for wooden freight car 
repairmen. This distinction has been 
4ifficult to maintain and bas been the 
source of dissatisfaction and there is 
a general agreement among the 
members of the wage board that 
the condition ought to be remedied 
(although the labor representatives 
think it ought to be remdied by 
increasing the rates for all car re- 
pairers to the highest rates.) 

“I therefore conclude that, except 
as stated below, the rate for all 
freight-car repairmen who by sup- 
plement four to general order No. 27 
and the addendum thereto were in- 
tended to receftve either 58 or 63 
cents shall receive 67 cents per 
hour. There has been great dissat- 
isfaction because car § inspectors 
generally have received only the 
rate of 58 cents notwithstanding the 
fact that steel freight car repair 
men have received the rate 
cents.

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DELPHIA’S NEW CHARTER. 
Philadelphia is boasting about its new 
city charter. A cursory glance at its con- 
tents fails to reveal any startling innova- 
tions. From a Progressive point of view it 
is hopelessly reactionary; but it has been 
generally accepted in the Hast as a model 
constitution for a municipality. This is 
all the more surprising because Philadel- 
phia has been pictured to the West as a@ 
sump hole of political miquity. 

There is no apparent reason why the citt- 
gens of Philadelphia should have been more 
wicked or more docile to political control 
than those of other American cities; yet 
Philadelphia had managed to maintain, 
through all the spasms of uplift and re 
form, its reputation as a municipality “cor 

Equal suffrage could never get & foot- 
hold there. The initiative and referendum 
were to Philadelphians words of an un- 
known tongue. Philadelphia was the third 
city in the union; but it didn’t even have 
a freeholders’ charter. No one was ever 
recalied in Philadelphia, except by the 
grand fury and the Superior Court. Lincoln 
Steffens made a characteristic effort to 
shake the city from its lethargy, but gave 
up in despair. He laid the blame for all 
its wickedness on Boies Penrose, native of 
Philadelphia and United States Senator. 

It comes, therefore, as something of a 
surprise to find that Philadelphia has a 
new olty charter which the New York Eve- 
ning Post characterises as “the most im- 
portant event in municipal history since 
the adoption of the present frame of gov- 
ernment for New York;” and to read an 
appreciation from Clinton Rogers Wood- 
ruff, for twenty years secretary of the Na- 


tional Municipal League, to Senator Pen- | 


rose for securing {ts adoption. Mr. Wood- 
ruff writes that “It is only fair to say that 
Without his personal help the measure 
would have foundered on the rocks. There 
are those who feel that his interest was 
primarily a political one—but such overlook 
the fact that he is a long-time student of 
city government and that he has long cher 
ished a desire to give to his native city a 
charter worthy the city’s need and oppor 
tunity.” Does this’ mean that the stone 
which the Progressive builders rejected has 
become the head of the corner of mun 
reform in America? 

During the furious campaign at Arma- 
geddon Senator Penrose was pictured as 
the epitome of reaction; he was accused of 
corrupting Pennsylvania politics and exer- 
cising a baneful influence upon the Re- 
publican National Committee, 4 Progres- 
sive speaker who didn't damn Penrose was 
presumed to have forgotten a part of his 
lines. Yet this, same Penrose has now 
given to Philadelphia a city charter that is 
generally commended as the last word in 
municipal government. 

There is but a slight chance that the 
Philadelphia charter would find favor with 
the charter tinkers of Los Angeles. It 
doesn’t provide that the city shall run fts 
street railways and other public utilities; 
it doesn’t authorize the municipality to em- 
bark in private business; it doesn’t even 
regard public service corporations as pub- 
lic enemies; there is no provision for a 
commission form of government. there are 
few commissions and the heads of most of 
them are elected by the Council in place of 
being appointed by the Mayor. In fact, the 
Mayor is not the whole works. Vesting 
dictatorial power in a single official is re- 
garded as inimical to good government. 
One amendment which the reform forces, 
supported by Senator rose, advocated 
was the appointment of the Mayor by the 
Council in place of electing him by popu- 
lar suffrage. 

In commenting on the charter Mr. Wood- 
ruff Observes that: “The Mayor is still too 
powerful as am Gppointing officer and it is 


a provision that the tax levied in any one

out of keeping with modern political meth- 
Ods to make the chief executive of a great 
corporation subject to the winds and whim- 
sies of politics. When public sentiment is 
ready for the next step (and we must not 
overlook the fact that sound public sentt- 
ment is leisurely in its development) it 
will be in the direction of a chief admin- 
istrator chosen by the Council. On several 
occasions the senior Senator has spoken 
along these lines.” 

One feature of the charter worthy of 
careful consideration is the provision that 
thirteen members of the Council shall be 
elected from the thirteen State Senatorial 
districts in the city and eight are elected 
at large. Each Councilm@n recetves $5000 
a year. This plan of combined district and 
general representation for the Council has 
been coming rapidly into favor. It seems 
to combine the best features of both the 
old systems. " 

It is surprising, Lowever, that a charter 
80 up-to-date does not contain a provision 
for limiting the amount of tax that can be 
levied in any fiscal year. There is a pro- 
vision for a budget system, but no tax lim- 
itation. An excellent check on administra- 
tions inclined to be extravagant would be

Perhaps we may 
some time elect a United States Senator 
who shall follow the lead of Senator Pen- 
rose and point the Way to stable and con- 
servative government. | 
In a statement commending the charter 
Senator Penrose observes, “A charter d. 
rect from heaven could not help Philadel- 
phia or any other city unless the citizens 
perform their duties of electing the right 
kind of public men to offiee and of exercis- 
ing the right kind of public interest in 
their own affairs.’ Perhaps the fault in 
our own city and State is to be found in 
the fact that few municipal elections bring 
out more than 30 per cent. of the registered 
vote. Municipal elections are left largely 
to the faddists and the professional politt- 
cians, and we get the kind of charters and 
administrations our lethargy deserves.

The great libraries of statutes 
about our behavior as long as we 
are held earth-fast won't be worth 
dusting. They won't mean any more 
to us then than the rules and regu- 
lations of a Roman arena mean to 
us now. Some collector of antiqul- 
ties might be interested in perpet- 
uating them; but to the most of us 
they would only be a means of 
cheating coal barons out of a win- 
ter supply of coal. We'll be happy 
to feed the fire-places and furnaces 
with them. 

For what good will an intricately- 
worded decision about the punish- 
ment to be meted a bank absconder 
be worth if the absconder and the 
money are “anchored” in the sky 
anywhere from three hundred to 
thirty thousand feet due upward 
from any of as many points as there 
are on our earth's surface of some 
millions of square miles? KH will 
take a very longarmed law indeed 
to fetch that man to earth and jus- 
tice. 

And if a man or woman, jumps his

PROFITEERS— 
WHO ARE THEY? 
BY HARRY BOWLING. 


This is no apology for profiteer 
ing. The practice ig utterly repre- 
hensible. Rather it is a humble in- 
quiry as to what we really mean by 
profiteering; for until we know of 
what it consists and what limits 
may be set to it we can hardly ex- 
pect to find for it a satisfactory 
remedy. 

You all remember -Joseph, - the 
good man of Old Testament history. 
In a thousand Sunday-school classes, 
from a thousand pulpits, for hun- 
dreds of years Joseph has been held 
up to us as a shining example on. 
which to pattern our own conduct. 
This being so, we must accept Jo- 
seph as a good man. 

Now has it ever occurred to you 
that this good man Joseph was the 
first profiteer of which the world 
has any record? Moreover, he was 
the father of the cold-storage sys- 
tem and the real original multi-mil- 

Joseph was a man of brains, a 
first water. He 
stored up the produce of Egypt on 
a colossal scale that has never since 
been equaled. By studying the law 
of chances (as modern life insur- 
ance companies study it) he sensed 
the seven lean years that were about 
due for the Egyptian people. And 
when those years arrived he slowly 
unloaded his wheat and corn and 
dried meats at accumulative profits. 
Through his excessive storing and 
holding back of the world’s food- 
stuffs Joseph made Egypt the rich- 
est power of the ancient world and 
himself the richest individual among 


today we recommend imprisonment 
for the mod American man for 
doing on a scale that which 
Joseph did on a large one. It is all 
a trife perplexing... I want to be- 
Neve in Joseph and I want to believe 
also in the campaign against the 
profiteer—which has nearly nar- 
rowed down to a campaign against 
the cold-storage people. Will some- 
one tell me how this is to be done? 

It isn’t a nice thing to say, but 
doesn’t it seem that the chief crime 
of the profiteers is that they were 
able to do for themselves what we, 
with our more limited capacities, 
have been unable to do for our 
selves? 

Ot course, it is quite correct for 


the pot to call the kettle black, when 


its smudginess ig obvious to every 
eye. But why confine the cleansing 
process to the big kettle—why not 
also include the little pots? To jus- 


tity our campaign against the prof. 


iteers and hoarders on the grounds 
of public expediency is understand- 
able. But when we pretend We are 
doing so on moral principles we are 
simply writing ourselves down as 
Pharisees and hypocrites. For we 
know that they are simply doing to 
us as we would do to them, if the. 
positions were reversed. 
I wonder it the comic papers of 
ancient Egypt ever depicted Joseph: 
as a fat hog straddling the public 
feeding trough? | 

People who live in glass houses 
shouldn't throw stones. But neither 
should those who live under tin 
roofs. Because they themselves are 
immune from falling rocks fs no 
‘good reason for smashing a neigh- 
dor skylight. Could we little tin- 
roofers move into the crystal pal-. 
aces occupied by the big profiteers 
we should no doubt object as stren- 
uously as they do to the habit of 
throwing stones. And if we could 
move out of our tin sheds into glass 
mansions without doubt the major- 
ity of us would do so. 

But when people are hurt and per 
plexed they must find a scapegoat. 

Just now the world is filled with 
wonder. Someone must be made re- 
sponsible for the general pother. 


And the easiest scapegoat is the 


food hoarder. And as he has done 
his bit toward putting the screws 
on us, we must retaliate by putting 


the screws on hi : 
But when we ane 


tematically recurrent demand on the 
part of labor for ever higher wages?

iteering? If so, the field for investi- 
kation of this particular brand of 
crime is alarmingly extended. 


Of course there is one big differ- 


ence. The raise that the food hoard- 
er can accomplish in the cost of liv- 
ing is limited to the size and the 
number of his warehouses, but to 
the wage raise demanded by the 
unfonized labor explofter the only 
apparent limit is the blue sky. And 
when you come to consider strikes 
—well, a-food-spoller is certainly a 
more diabolical sinner than a food- 
hoarder. 

We talk of consumers and produc 
ers as though they were two dis- 
finct classes. And of course they 
are not. If there are any consumers 
who in some way or other are not 
adding to production these are the 
worst profiteers with which the pub- 
lic has to deal. A lot of confusion 
has been injected into this pudlie 
discussion of prices by the easy, 


| airy fashion of separating producers 
two imaginary 


and consumers into 


groups. 

The dig fish devours the little 
minnows and we hold up our hands 
in pious horror. By and by the big 
fish dies of indigestion and the little 
minnows start to gorge themselves 
on his defenct carcass.
